Now union Men Maltreated by 
Strikers, 


es Latter Then Turn Upon the 


Cripple Creek County Enter 
into an Agreement — A Trestle 
Burned -— Peace at 
ve.

UNIONTOWN (Pa.,) June 10.—The truce’ 
is ended, and again the army of deputies 
in the coke region have made a killing. 
One striker was killed in his boots, and 
two others are dying, and another shot 
through, as a result of the battle this 
morning at Lemiont. There were six depu- 
ties on hand and a mob of strikers. 


the mob compelled the deputies to fire on 
them, after the strikers had compelled 
them to retreat and had fired several shots 
at them. 

the latest tragedy of the coke region, have 
been developing since yesterday noon. Four 
non-union workmen, John Delaney, Oliver 
Attleby, John Britt and James Furlough, 
who live at Leisenring, have been work- 
ing at the Frick Coke Company Valley 
Works for some time. They came to New 
Haven yesterday afternoon, where they 
were to take the Leisenring electric line 
road for home, where they have not been 
for a month. As soon as they alighted 
from the train at New Haven they were 
surrounded by a mob of several hundred 
strikers. The strikers first beat the few 
workmen, and then put tags on them, 
bearing the inscription’ Blacklegs, also 
covering them with chalk-marks: The 
marched their prisoners to all of the 
works on the line from New Haven south, 
holding them up as decorated samples of 


strikers everywhere. The four prisoners. 

were subjected to all manner ot ‘insults 

and indignities. 
The Frick 


Company was In 
perilous position their — were in. 
Field Deputy Allen and seven men were 
sent to New Haven on the evening train. 
They were misled by false information. 


| The Frick Company strikers baffled them 


at eyery turn, but they followed every 
clew they could find, and were scouring 
the country all night in search of the 
mob. They were tricked by the fact that 
the whole matter was a conspiracy, and 
the different mobs were concerned, and 
when one crowd had tired of the prisoners, 
or were pressed too closely by the pur-. 
suit, the four prisoners were handed over 
to another crowd, and the former gather- 
ing would disperse to their-homes. The 
prisoners were especially ill-treated when 
-their captors marched them to their homes, 
where the women and children slapped 
and spat upon them and called them vile 
names. The women were the most violent 
in their abuse of the scabs. The children 
struck them with their tiny fists. ° 

It was daylight when the squad of tired 
deputies reached Lemont. 
daylight the men began to assemble on the 
commons by thousands. They engaged 
in the wildest demonstrations. When 
Deputies Mitchell and Hastings came from 
under cover they were quickly discov- 
ered. Then the mob raised a howl and 
surrounded them. Many of the strikers 
had revolvers and all carried clubs. They 
moved against the deputies, who retreated 
under a shower of clubs and stones. At 
this juncture Deputy Allen and three 
other deputies came up. Allen was 
mounted. Riding up to the advancing 
crowd of minerg, he told them to go back, 
saying he did not want any trouble, but 
there would be trouble if he or his men 
were attacked or injured. They began to 
yell, and one striker covered him with his 
pistol and fired. 

The shot was a close shave for the top 
of Allen’s head. Allen turned in his sad- 
dle and called to his five men to fire. 
Each of them afoot had Winchesters. 


fire together and the strikers stood to it 
and fought gamely. The first shots were 
fired by them, and they fired as coolly 
and as rapidly as did the deputies. They 
kept closing in on the men who were 
working the Winchesters, realizing that 
the rifles would be useless in the melee 
at close quarters, while their own revol- 
vers would be as effective as those of the 
officers. The deputies gave ground, byt 
kept up théir fire. They were driven to 
the extreme end of the company's Au 
where they made a stand. By this 
three of the strikers were down, aid 
when the deputies stopped and prepared 
to fight it out, the mob recovered. The 
strikers stopped firing and the officers 
stopped also, glad enough to get away. 
The strikers at once began to carry away 
the wounded. The dead man and the 
two fatally wounded were left in the road 
where they fell, but there were othefs who 
were able to get away with but little as- 
sistance. The number of wounded will 
not be known for several days, as it will 
be concealed as long as possible. 

It was not strictly a battle of bullets, 
as the strikers who were not armed were 
busy throwing stones. The only injuries 
inflicted on the deputies were by, such 
missiles. Sheriff Richards sent Deputy 
Richards and Dave Albaugh to the scene 
and ten deputies arrived at the Valley at | 
the same time. 

The force was soon increased to’ twenty 
men, each with a Winchester. The last 
of the strikers lingered at a safe distance, 
then dispersed, leaving the authorities in 
quiet ssion. 

A move was made to care tor the 
wounded late tonight. The seriously 
wounded were taken to the Cottage Hos- 
pital at Connellsville for treatments They 
are fatally injured, being shot through 
the hips. Dr. Smith says they can live 
but a short time.

Another detachment of deputies 
was at once formed to go in search of the 
tour men held prisoners by the strikers, 
but not a trace of them has been seen, 
and it is feared they may have been mur- 
dered by the strikers in revenge. 

At 7 o’clock tonight six strikers were 
arrested at Lemont, and sent here to jail. 
Five hundred more arrests will be made.

Commissioner Boynton Denies That the 
Deputies are Disorderly. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER, June 10.—Gov. Waite, early 
this morning, in a response to a telegram 
from Gen. Brooks, commanding the militia 
at Cripple Creek, informing him that the 
deputies were advancing on Bull Hill, or- 
dered the following telegram sent: 

“Gen. Brooks: If, as you say, Sheriff 
Bowers admits that the deputies refuse 
to obey his orders, and are acting in de- 
fiance thereof, they are not a lawful body; 
are only armed marauders, and you 
must treat them as such. Order them to 
lay down ‘their arms and disperse. If 
they refuse, and you have not force enough 
to suppress this new insurrection, notify 
me and I will call out enough organized 
militia to enforce the order.’’ 

Commissioner Boynton, in command of 
the deputies, was shown the order from 
the Governor, and immediately wired his 
attorney, Hon. C. S. Thomas, this city, 
for ye coal Mr. Thomas sent the following 


Unbiased testimony “Ts to the effect that | reply: 


Mr. n The Sheriff of the county. 
engaged in enforeing order, subduing or 
attempting to subdue armed resistance to 
the law, or the authorities, or in overcom- 
ing those who defy the service of the 
process, is discharging the obligations of 


his office and maintaining civil govern- 


ment. In doing this he may call to his 
aid and deputize as many citizens as may 
be necessary, and no power, not even the 
Federal government, has lawful authority

Long before 10 o' clock yesterday morn- 
ing the beautiful Episcopal Church of St. 
John, on West Adams street, was filled to 
overflowing with people, who had assembled 
to witness the consecration services of 
that church. The bishop made a special 
visitation to the parish yesterday and offi- 
‘ciated at all the services held therein. 
Besides the bishop there were present 
Very Rev. Dean Restarick of San Diego, 
Rev. W. B. R. Tayler, rector St. John’s; 
Rev. John Gray, rector of St. Paul's; Rev. 
Dr. Judd, rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany; Rev. A. S. Clark, rector of 
Christ Church, and Rev. D. F. Mackenzie 


of Boyle Heights. 


At 10 o’clock a procession of about fifty 
choirsters and clergy entered the church 
from the main aisle, while the bishop and 
clergy repeated alternately the twenty- 
fourth Psalm: “The earth is the Lord’s 
and all that therein is; the compass of the 
world and they that dwell therein.“ Pro- 
ceeding up to the altar the clergy and 
choir knelt in silent prayer, and then the 
whole congregation and choir sang “Old 
Hundred” with thrilling effect. 

The consecration service began by the 
senior warden, Dr. J. E. Cowles, stepping 
forward to the altar rail and reading the 


instrument of donation and presenting the 
| deed to the bishop, which was reverently | 


laid on the altar. The bishop, kneeling at 
the altar, said the prayer of invocation. 
The sentence of consecration was read, 
by appointment of the bishop, by the rector 
of the church, Rev. B. W. R. Tayler, an 
was as follows: ;

Whereas, the rector, church wardens and 
vestrymen of St. John’s Church, in the 
city of Los Angeles, and in the diocese 
and State of California, have, by an in- 
strument of donation this day presented 
to me, appointed and devoted a house of 
public worship, erected by them in said 
Los Angeles to the worship and service of 
Almighty God, the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost, according to the provis- 
ions of the Protestant Episcopal church in 
the United States of America in its min- 
istry, doctrines, rites, liturgy and usages, 
and by a congregation in communion with 
said church and in union with the con- 
vention thereof in the diocese of i- 
fornia; and, whereas, the same rector, 


sections of Los Angeles county, addressed }ehurch wardens and vestrymen have, by 


to the Board of Supervisors, asking that 
a commission of engineers be appointed to 
prepare a plan for a system of permanent 
highways radiating from Los Angeles city 
to all sections of the county; and asking 
further that as soon as the commission 
reports the Supervisors shall call a special 
election to vote on the issue of bonds 
to the amount of $750,000, the proceeds to 
be used in the construction of highways 
as planned by the commission and in- 
dorsed by the Supervisors. 

These titions are being generally 
signed, although there are some sections 
of the county where opposition to the 
project has developed, for the most part 
through misunderstanding of its condi- 
tions. To such questions as have been 
asked the following replies have been for- 
mulated by the Good Roads Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce who have 
the work in charge: sare — 

(1.) Win the expense of the preliminary 
work of such a commission be great? 

Answer. No. A large part of the work 
has already been done or can be inexpen- 
sively done through the County Surveyor’s 


office. 
(2.) Will the people when called upru 


to vote know. just where the roads are to 
be 


Answer. Yes; the law requires the call 
for the election to set forth everything ain 
detail, and if the voters are not ‘satisg 
with the plan they can reject it. 

(3.) If the bonds should carry would it 
— a considerable increase in taxa- 

on? 

Answer. In the incorporated cities a 
small increase the first few years, perhaps 


10 cents to the $100 of assessment. In the 


country districts there will be practically 
no increase whatever, and in a few years 
a probable decrease. 0 

(4.) Why no increase in taxes in the 
country? 

Answer. Because the cities which now 
pay no road tax whatever would be com, 
pelled to pay eleven-sixteenths of the tax 
to meét interest and sinking fund for the 
bonds, the latter covering the entire county. 
This would leave the country districts 
only five-sixteenths of the whole sum to 
meet which is less than half the present 
road tax. The construction of the new 
highways will diminish the general road 
tax about one-half, leaving the country 
with practically no increase of taxes. 

(5.) How ifs it possible that there should 
be a decrease of taxation in the country?

“There are fine churches in this city; at 
least three of them have today to con- 
sider questions of enlargement. One is 
in the actual process of enlargement; St. 
John’s and another are obliged to think 
of it, and it seems to me that the others 
in the course of time will be obliged se- 
riously to entertain the question. This 
fact of the churches filling up so that they 
have to be enlarged is good evidence to us 
that the building in faith of the churches 
in Los Angeles was not done unwisely. 

“The rapid growth of all things in this 
city has led to a corresponding growth 
in churches, which we have been enabled 
to make, owing to the more than gener- 
ous consideration made by the old mother 
patish of this city, but a few years ago. 
Since such is the case. it seems to me 
that the consecration of St. John’s today 
should occasion not only parochial re- 
joicing, but rejoicing throughout the whole 
city. It is great happiness to have every 
church center in the city represented here 
today by its clergy, and many of its laity, 
for this fact shows that not only is there 
rejoicing in the welfare of this parish, 
‘but in the church extension throughout 
the whole city.

munity always needs, taking the material 
that you have to build up and build out- 
ward from that which you have. Build 
with the best you have; not with cheap 
materials, but with your jasper and your 
gold, and the best that is at hand.

The doctrine of the Trinity is clearly 
taught in the New Testament. Christ said 
to His disciples: Teach all nations, bap- 
tising them in the name of the Father 
and of the Son*and_of the Holy Ghost. 
The apostle Paul says, The grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the love of God and the 
communion of the Holy Spirit be with you 
all,“ (II Corinthians XIII, 14.) ) 

Those who deny the doctrine of the 
Trinity deny the divinity of Jesus Christ. 

The speaker seid that if there is one 
doctrine in God’s word more clearly taught 
than the divinity of Christ he had not 
found it. The attributes of | are 
ascribed to Him. He is eternal (John 
xii,1-15; xvii,24.) Time would fail us to 
quote all of the passages of scripture with 
regard to Christ’s eternal existence. 

A careful distinction is observed between 


| Christ’s manifestations in the flesh and His 


spiritual eternal existence. He is omni- 
present, for He Himself says, Lo I am 
with you always.” He likewise declares 
His omnipotence. (Matthew xxvIII, 18.) 
He is sinless, (Hebrews vii,26.) : 

It has been said Christ cannot be divine, 
neither can there be a Trinity, because 
if there are two or three persons in the 
God-head then there are two or three 
Even the admission of three infi- 
nitely perfect beings doeqg not imply the 
existence of more than one God. The 
agency of three such would be exactly the 
game and there would be but one in con- 
sequence. 


The Jehovistic doctrine taught in the, 


Bible knows but one perfect existence. 
The personal pronouns applied to this per- 
fect existenco are not used in the same 
sense as when applied to ‘created beings. 

To deny the doctrine of the Trinity be- 
cause we cannot understand it is to say 
we deny everything, because we can under- 
stand nothing fully. God has made- more 
revelations than those in the Bible, which 
elude the subtle reasoning of the philos- 
opher or scientist. No one has yet told us 
exactly what an atom is or what life is,

This has been the 
experience in many counties in Eastern 
States which have tried the bonding 
method of building roads. 3 

(6.) Is it certain that the bonds will 
cover the entire county? Some people are 
asserting that they would apply only to 
the road districts. 

Answer. There can be no such thing 
as a county bond that does not apply to 
the whole county, city or country alike, 
and no one who is at all familiar with the 
law of the State will risk such a state- 
ment. The Attorney-General of the State, 
the District Attorney of the county, and a 
number of the leading lawyers of Los An- 
geles city have been appealed to on this 
point, and they unite in the statement 
that county. bonds for whatsoever purpose 
issued must be paid—interest and sinking 
fund—by a general tax on all the prop- 
erty within the county. This point has 
been raised in Sacramento and in Kern 
counties, and has been finally settled. 
In Kern county the bonds have been sold 
and the work is under way. 

(.) Will not the expenditure of so large 
a sum lead to extravagance and waste? 

Answer. This objection’ is made to 
every form of public improvement, but 
improvements must go on just the same. 
In the last ten years Los Angeles county 
has expended over $750,000 on roads, and 
has practically nothing to show for it. 
There is greater waste in annual expendi- 
ture of small sums handled by inexpe- 
rienced road builders, than in the paying 
cut of a large sum in the hands of compe- 
tent engineers, whose work will be care- 
fully inspected by a public having vital 
interest in the result. Every feature of 
the plan will be carefully scanned be- 
fore the election, and the work will be 
done under contract to the lowest and 
best bidder. 


(8.) Will not a large immigration ~of- 


unemployed set in from other sections as 
a consequence of undertaking this work? 
Answer. It is planned to insert in the 
contract for the construction of the roads 
that no men be es Ye who are not 
on the Great Register of the county. 
If you favor good roads in the county 
help to circulate these petitions.

THE BOOK OF BOOKS. * 


The English Bible in English Literature 
Perennial Fount. 

Every student of English literature or 
hearer of English speech finds three works 
or subjects alluded to, or quoted from, 
more frequently than any others. These 
are the Bible, the “Tales of Greek and 
Roman Mythology” and Aesop's Fables.“ 
(Perhaps a fourth work ought to be added, 
Bunyan’s Pilgrim's Progress,” only that, 
as Venables has said, Bunyan’s Euslish 
was the English of the Bible.) The scenes 
and the character, wit and wisdom, 
pathos and humor, strength and beauty of 
these works are wrought’ into the very 
warp and woop of the best of our litera- 
ture and are the source of nine-genths of 
all illustrations in daily speech and com- 
position. Of these three, the Bible not 
only furnishes by far the greatest number 
of allusions and quotations, but has also 
the further distinction of having influenced 
most powerfully in the past and of most 
powerfully influencing today the phrase- 
ology of literary and every-day speech. A 
volume might well be written upon the 
literaty influence of the English Bible. I 
cannot hope to do more than touch. the 
subject at this time. 

In the first place, we must bear in 
mind that the English Bible is itself one 
of the great English classics or master- 
pieces. Being so, we must remember, in 
the second plage, that it has been, and is 
still, one of 
as to its vocabulary and also as to its style; 
and has, therefore, exerted such influence 
as this position implies. There is abun- 
dance of testimony to these statements. 
Green, the English historian, says: As 
a mere literary monument the English ver- 
sion of the Bible remains the. noblest ex- 
ample of the English tongue, while its 
perpetual use made it from the instant of 
its ap ce the standard of our lan- 
guage.’’ (History of the English People, 
bk. VII, chap. I.) George Saintsbury, in 
his history of the Eli than period of 
English literature, says:

proach, as writers of prose, the company 
of scholarly divines who produced what 
is probably the greatest prose’ work in any 
lan „ the authorized version of the 
Bible in English. ; master- 
piece .. for three centuries, the 
school and training ground of every man 
and woman of English speech in the no- 
blest uses of the English tongue, and 
which, he continues, ‘‘will remain the au- 
thentic lexicon, the recognized source of

The position of Shakespeare 
in the minds of all capable of forming 
a judgment, and yet this same literary 
critic and historian can deliberately place 
the Bible alongside of Shakespeare = 
say: “The plays of Shakespeare and the 
English Bible are and ever will be the 
twin monuments, not merely of their own 


the complete expressions of the literary 
capabilities of the language.“ (Saintsbury, 
Op. cit., p. 218.) A similar estimate has 
been made by Prof. Francie Bowen, in 
his “A ’s Study of the» English 
Bible,” p. 11: But beside them all 
and above them all (i. e., Hooker, Shake- 
speare; and Bacon, Spenser, Latimer and 
Raleigh) is the prose of the common ver- 
sion. It is more sustained than any of 
them, more uniformly strong and melo- 
dious in its flow, reminding one of the 
famous couplet of Denham on the es: 
Though deep yet clear, though gentle yet 


not dull, 
rage, without o’reflowing 


The scientist, Huxley, who certainly 
will not be suspected of bias, says some- 
where: “It (i.e., the English Bible) is 
written in the noblest and purest English 
and abounds in exquisite beauties of mere 
literary form.“ 

Dr. F. William Faber, the great hymn 
writer, although a Roman Catholic, bears 
this remarkable testimony to the Protes- 
tant Bible: The uncommon beauty and 
marvelous English of the Protestant Bible 


- + « lives on the ear like music that 
can never be forgotten Its felic- 
ities often seem to be almost things rather 


than mere words. and its intrin- 
sic beauty pleads: availingiy with the man 
of letters and the olar.“ (Quoted by 
me “Fors Clavigera,’’ vol. 7, letter 
be given. I will add but one more. Lord 
calls it: That stupendous work, a book 
which, if everything else in our language 
should perish, would alone suffice to show 
the whole extent of its beauty and power.” 
(Essay on Dryden.) 
To understand and appreciate the truth 
of Macaulay’s statement, we need to re- 
member that nearly every form of prose, 
as well as of poetry, is represented in 
the Bible—everything, one might say, ex- 
cept the purely scientific and critical. 
The position of the Bible as the repre- 


style was never, according to Prof. Marsh, 
the actual current book language, nor the 
colloquial speech of the English people.“ 
(Lectures on the English Language, first 
series, p. 532.) That is, Englishmen have 
never talked like the Bible, except in the 
case of the Puritans and Quakers, and then 
only to a limited degree. No writer ever 
wrote strictly like the Bible, except in the 
case of some divines, and then only in 
parts and snatches, as it were. Bunyan 
came the nearest to it, perhaps, for any 
extended piece of writing; and yet, the 
difference between the style? of Bunyan 
and that of the Bible is quite marked. 
Two or three reasons may be given 
why the English Bible has held this posi- 
tion and influence. In the first place, it 
was put into language which 
could understand. 


The second reason, then, why the En- 


glish Bible exerted such a que and 
powerful influence, is because. it was read 
or heard read by all classes and by every- 


body. It was, in fact, the book of the peo- 
ple, and in thousands of homes was the 
only or almost the only. book. Read in 
public, in the churches, from Sabbath to 
Sabbath, and from day to day; read i 
secret; read by pauper and prince, servan 
an 
general, as no other book was read, it 
stored all minds alike, and tended to put 
them upon common terms and keep their 
vocabularies essentially one. As a help 
toward this result, it must be noted there 
were translations that preceded the one 
published in 1611; since known as King 
James's version, or the authorized version.

But we shall fail to understand fully 
the reasons for the marvellous literary 
influence of the English Bible if we stop 
here. There is still a more fundamental 
cause than the ones mentioned, for the 


did everybody read it? That question is 
not fully met by saying it was because 
sO many had nothing else to read. No! 
they read it because so many came to 
love it. They read it because it met their 
deepest needs, the most obstinate ques- 
tionings of the human heart. They read 
it because to millions it brought the 
knowledge of the bread and water of life— 
the life of the soul. 
enthusiasm may have'sufficed to awaken 
and sustain the interest of the féw, here 
and there, but the great mass of men and 
women needed something more substantial 
and effective than literary enthusiasm. 
They would hardly have held to it through 
prosperity and adversity, in health and 
disease, in life and death if in this book, 
this English Bible, they had not been 
made. acquainted in some measure with 
the Father of their souls, the Eternal 
Lover ef men. The Bible met men at all 
points, it touched, nay touches life in all 
relations, not in one or two or three, but 
in all, in a way and with a 
skill that no other book, not 
even the works of the whole-souled poet 
of Avon, did, and because men found them- 
selves in it, found something adapted to 
every mood and want of the soul, they 
treasured it and made it a part of them- 
selves. ‘To this day,” says Taines (His- 
tory of English Literature, (English Trans- 
lation) bk. II., chap. V.) the country is 
biblical; it was the Bibles which had trans- 
formed Shakespeare’s England.“ Dr. 
Faber, in connection with the passages 
before quoted, says: “It is part of the 
national mind and the anchor of national 
seriousness. . . The potent traditions 
of childhood are stereotyped in its recesses. 
The dower of all the griefs and trials of 
a man’s life is hidden beneath its words. 
It is the representative of the best mo- 
ments, and all that there has been about 
him of soft, and gentle, and pure, and 


of his English Bible.“ 

All that has been said thus far has been 
more in the line of introduction and expla- 
nation of our subject, for thé real proof 
of excellence is in the thing itself, and so 
the most conclusive evidence of the liter- 
ary value and influenct of the English Bi- 
ble in English literature is the actual use 
great and small, have made and continue 
to make of it. 

Poets and essayists, scientists and critics, 
historians and philosophers, orators and 
editors allude to the Bible or quote from 
it with perfect freedom and assurance, 
knowing that all classes of readers and 
hearers will catc and interpret their 
meaning, for the K is as familiar to 
the one as to the other.

The Marvetous Growth of the Great Institu- 

thon—Represented in Every Civilized 
Country on the Globe—Strik- 

ing Statistics. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of the V. M. C. A. was appropriately co 
memorated yesterday at the home of t 
local organization. The exercises included 
several selections of music by the choir 
of the First Presbyterian Church and the 
. M. C. A. Orchestra. Brief remarks were 
made by E. S. Field and Secretary W. D. 
Ball. An address was delivered by Rev. 
F. M. Larkin, pastor of the Central Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, who said in part: 

“T esteem it a privilege to particfpate 
in an active way in the jubilee service 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
rejoicing in our fiftieth anniversary. I was 
about ready to say in our golden wed- 
ding, but I am reminded that we have 
never been married, although often courted 
and, indeed, criticized, because we have 
not been susceptible to the subtle influence

of the gentler sex. But we have pre- 
ferred to do our ‘courting individually, 
and so the asociation has continued to be 
as at the beginning, an organization of 
young men. But our persistent example 
has not been without its result, for al- 
though we have not been beguiled, yet 
our persistency has provoked our good 
sisters into ‘love and good works,’ and 
we have the Y.W.C.A., an association of 
young women, for young women. 

“In our jubilee services we enter with 
an army of young men, 600,000 strong, in 
over five thousand organizations in the 
great cities of the five continents of the 
world. As we look back over the fifty 
wonderful years we devoutly exclaim: 
Not unto us, oh, Lord, not unto us, but 
unto Thy name give glory for Thy mercy 
and Thy truth’s sake!’ and today we join 
with those thousands of young men prais- 
ing God in the old Doxology, translated 
into twenty-two different languages, for 
the use of the great jubilee services Ran 
London, and as we listen, by f th, N 
hear echoed back from ‘yonder sh tlie 
praise of the thousands of young men who 
have been saved through the agency of 
the Y.M.C.A., as they mingle their voices 
in the songs of redeeming love with that 
great multitude that no man can number, 
of all nations and kindreds of people, and 
tongues,’ who ‘stood before the throne of 
the Lamb, clothed in white robes, and 
with palms in their hands, and cried with 
a loud voice: “Salvation to our God, who 
sitteth upon the throne, and to the 
Lamb. $99 99 

After reviewing the history and growth 
of the Y.M.C.A., the speaker continued: 

“The great achievements of the V. M. C. A. 
are little realized by thousands of bus 
men, who hurry along the streets of o 
great citiés and casually read carved in 

granite upon many of the most substan- 
tial buildings the letters T. M. C. A.“ 

“Today there are enrolled as members 
of the organization over 500,000 young 
men in 5147 associations of the world. This 
great army of men is from all classes 
of society. Within college walls in the 
United States there 30,000 young men 
banded together in Christ’s name standing 
for morality, social purity, righteousness 
and all that is holy and good. Over 100 
associations are among the million of 
young men employed upon the railroads. 
Into all our mercantile establishments the 
‘usefulness of the association goes for 
righteousness. 

Membership alone does not represent its 
constituency. In the United States last 
year there were 58,000 meetings held with 
two and one-half millions young men in 
attendance. There were educational 
classes with 20,253 students. 

“The material prosperity has kept pa 
with the membership. Within the PUnited 
States there are buildings owned by the 
association, valued ‘at $16,000,000. These 
buildings are equipped for ‘the social, 
physical, mental and religious welfare of 
young men. They are 2 the only 


places of immorality where young men 
without near family relations can find 
homes and are welcomed at any hour of 
the day or evening for seven days in the 
Bere! fifty-two weeks in the year. 
He ey are cordially welcomed and 
surrounded by every elevating influence. 
“This work is not confined to the United 


States, but the association girdles the 
world. Today your secretary may start 


a young man across this continent to New 
York and he may visit every large city 


in the country, go to London, Paris, Ber“ 


lin and Rome, sail over the Mediter- 
ranean, visit Jerusalemi, thence to Cairo 
in Egypt, to Bombay in India, Madras, 
Tokio in Japan, Melbourne in Australia 
and back again to our own City and in all 
that journey he will be no stranger, but 
in every city he will find an open door, a 
*hearty welcome and every safeguard 
that Christian love can throw about him. 
“But the work of the Y.M.C.A. cannot 
be estimated in figures or material 3 
These shall all pass away. great 
work of the V. M. C. A. has been in building 
Christian manhood. Christian it has been 
distinctively from its very beginning. 
Today active membership is confined to 
those persons who are members of Evan- 
gelical churches. At times, this has 
caused no little criticism. Some who are 
interested in philanthropic’ work have 
urged a broadening of its conditions of 
membership. 
“But, teieg a Christian institution this 
it could not consistently do. We say God- 
speed to all who love 5 0 But we 
cannot join with thems in Christian work 
who do not exalt Christ. Upon this we 
have taken our stand and say with Paul, 
‘If Christ be not risen, then is our preach- 
ing vain and your faith is vain; yea, 
and we are found false witnesses of God.’ 
Then what reason and consistency is 
there of admitting to our fellowship people 
who do not accept Jesus as Savior and 
Lord; yea, do seek to undermine such faith. 
“To most successfully accomplish ‘the 
Work of building Christian manhood it has 
provided for man’s social, physical, mental 
and religious development, It recognizes 
the social element in man’s nature and 
invites the young men to social privileges,

THE V. M. c. A. 


The Organization and “and Growth of a Great 
Institution. 

The first Young Men’s Christian ‘Asso- 
ciation was organized fifty years ago in 
Lendon by George Williams, who is now 
living in that city, at the age of 73 years. 
At that time an obscure clerk, he has 
risen to be the head of the great mer- 
cantile house with which he was then 
employed. For many years he was treas- 
urer of the organization, and in 1885, upon 
the death of the Earl of Shaftesbury, 
who had been president for over thirty 
years, he was elected to the presidency, 
which office he now fills. In 1889, the 
French government awarded him the 
medal of honor of the Societe d’Encour- 
agement au Bien,” and in 1894 he was 
knighted by Queen Victoria, in recognition 
of his service in founding the organization. 

Following are the associations of the 
world: North America, 1439; South 
America and West Indies, 11; Great Brit-

| business man, who have recently returned 
from a trip through the country in the 
neighborhood of.the proposed lines of rail- 
way from Los Angeles to Salt Lake, speak 
in high terms of the resources of that 
region. 

They found a large number of places 
where there are good prospects for exten- 
sive mining developments were it not 
for the fact that many of them are located 
at distances of from fifty to 100 miles 
from any railroad. In such cases if a 
mine is worked at all the ore must be 
drawn over the roads, many of which are 
bad, to the railroad and then freighted 
‘to Pueblo and smelted. Not only this but 
all materials used at such a mine must be 
hauled from the railroad to the mine, add- 
ing still more to the expense. Even under 
such unfavorable conditions some of the 
mine-owners are making money. 

The building of a railroad would, how- 
ever, help hundreds of the poorer miners 
as well as result in the development of 
many mines now unworked.

THE STETHOPHONE. 


A Practical Test of the 
Instrument. 


An Invention That May Replace 
the Telephone. 1 


Talking at Long Range an Assured 
Fact. 


Conversations at Fresno Plainly Heard at 
this End of the Line by Vibrations 
> of the Larynx — Novel 
Experiments. 


A series of experiments in long-distance 
telephoning with Fresno and also with 
San Francisco, from this city, were con- 
ducted yesterday, and, considering the con- 
ditions under which they were had, the 


cessful. 

The connections were made at 11 0 ‘clock 
yesterday morning in one of the rooms of 
the Western Union office, that being about 
the only time when wires are available 
for such purposes. The experiment, or 
experiments, as they may be called, were 
conducted by O. H..Ensign of this city. 

The device used for most of the talk- 
ing is what is known as a stethophone, 
and differs from the common telephone in 


are combined in one piece, which is not 
much heavier than the ordinary receiver, 
or earpiece, and which, like the ordinary 
receiver, is attached to the rest of the 
apparatus only by the cords, or wires, 
which keep it in electrical communication 
with the circuit. 

The stethophone consists of a handle 
about six inches in length, from one end 
of which projects perpendicularly an ordi- 
nary receiver. From the other end of 
the handle, in a direction parallel with 
the receiver, runs the transmitter, which 
is about three inches long. When in use 
the receiver is held to the ear, while, at 


is pressed firmly against the larynx. The 
person talking does so in an ordinary tone, 
or, perhaps, somewhat nearer a bass note, 
and the vibrations of the larynx are, by 
means of the direct contact, communi- 
cated to the transmitter. 

Within the transmitter is a short pencil 
of carbon, attached to and within a sensi- 
tive spiral spring. As the pencil of car- 
bon is jarred, the spring to which it is 
attached permits it to yibrate, and, at 
each vibration, it touches another piece 
of carbon. As the pieces of carbon, are 
brought in contact or separated, the elec- 
tric current is interrupted and the in- 
terruptions cause corresponding vibrations 
in the receiver in the hand of the person 
listening, who is thus able to hear the 
conversation. 

By reason of the oe org in which the 
instrument is constructed, the person using

After adjusting the instruments yester- 
day the first connection was made with 
Fresno. At this time the Fresno man, 
after having been talked to, repeated by 
telegraph that he could hear very well 
although he could not make himself. heard. 
A litlle later he was able to make himself 
heard very well. While he was talking a 
magneto telephone at this end of the 
line was connected and Mr. Vincent at 
Fresno was asked to count ten. He did 
so two or three times and was heard 
plainly by nearly a dozen men who were 
standing around the magneto telephone. 
He was asked to sing After the Ball“ 
for the edification of the Los Angeles men 
but replied he could not. He was then 
asked,to sing something else, but about 
that time there seemed to be an interrup- 
tion in the circuit. 

Connections were made with San Fran- 
cisco a number of times, both with earth 
return and with a metallic circuit. A dozen 
or more times a few words could be under- 
stood, but there were frequent interrup- 
tions as if other wires were swinging 
against the one in the circuit. Mr. Ensign 
would occasionally ring up San Francisco 
and receive in return from there. a ring 
as plain as that of a local telephone.
